Phe layout of the site was controlled to a certain extent 
by two existing points of access, other than the main 
frontage, and by the wide access which was required on 
the West boundary to the adjoining land which is a school 
site. An approximately equal number of houses and flats

Ihe Elephant in question was used in a 
test of these slabs. Her name is Mary—

Speaking non-zoologically the test roof 
was built up of four slabs each 6ft ~ 2ft 
3in thick. Suspension was at 6ft centres
